The Shannon Bill. 


The second reading of the Shannon 
Electricity Bill was moved in Dail Eireann 
yesterday by the Minister for Industry 
and Conimerce. We regret that Mr. 
McGilligan not incorporated his 
two Bills single measure. The 
Bill which was discussed yesterday deals 
with generalities and 
certain

Minister. The Bill-dealing with organisa- 
tion—the vital matter—will be introduced 
at a later date. Thus the Dail and the Free 
State taxpayers will be prevented from 
gaining a comprebensive view of the whole, 
vast scheme to which they are being asked

tion always is unwise, more especially 
when enormous sums of money are in- 
volved ; and we would urge the Minister te 
bring forward his second Bill with the 
least possible delay in order that it may 
be taken step by step with its companion 
measure. The Dail is committed now to 
the principle of the Shannon scheme, and 
incidentally ‘to the expenditure of more 
than five millions of money. It is essen- 
tial. that the utmost caution shall be 
observed in regard to detail. The reports 
which have been issued by the German 
firm and the Continental experts have 
given the public a very small idea cf 
the Government’s commitments. Detailed 
specifications of the engineering plans 
have been withheld, and even experts are 
more or less in the dark concerning some 
aspects of the scheme. This deficiency 
must be repaired before the Bill leaves 
Committee. No Government is entitled to 
ask the Irish people to buy a pig in a 
poke. 

The Minister’s opening speech yester- 
day was very general, and in some respécts 
even vague. The Bill, he said, gave the 
Government power to acquire land, to 
interfere with easements, rights of way, 
fisheries, roads and bridges, and to make 
provision for equitable compensation. It 
also enabled the Government to exact. 
certain charges from owners of land which 
might be drained by the operation of the 
Siemens-Schuckert scheme. The Minister 
for Finance is given authority to 
advance a maximum amount of £5,210,000 
from the Central Fund, or its accretions, 
for the various purposes of the Bill; but 
Mr. McGilligan refrained from telling the 
Dail how this large sum would be obtained 
by the Central Fund. The finance of the 
Shannon scheme is a closed book. Nobody 
knows whence the money is coming ; nobody 
knows whether—and how—a loan will he 
launched to meet the expenses of the 
scheme. Surely taxpayers are entitled 
to learn something more about ways and 
means before they sanction the expenditure 
of five million pounds. Again, the position 
in regard to the fisheries is unsatis- 
factory. Mr. McGilligan said _ yester- 
day that, while fishing interests would 
be protected “so far as possible,” in 
any case in which they might conflict with 
the interests of electricity they would go hy 
the board. Until the second Bill is intro- 
duced we probably shall not know what 
machinery the Minister proposes to adopt 
to regulate matters of this kind. There 
are a dozen other interests which are likely 
to be affected by the constructional work 
involved in the Shannon scheme; and none 
of them knows exactly where it stands. 

Every item of ‘Lessrs. Siemens-Schuckert’s 
specifications, down to the last drawing- 
pin, ought to be submitted to careful 
‘scrztiny before a sod is turned on the 
Shannon. We recognise the great 
reputations of the ‘four experts who 
examined the plans last autunin, but they 
were extremely careful in the preamble 
to their report to confine the extent of 
their authority within very specific limits. 
We know nothing of the technical faults, 
if faults there be, of Messrs. Siemens- 
Schuckert’s proposals. We do know that 
virtually the whole Irish engineering pro- 
fession—including some men who can com- 
pare favourably with any of the experts— 
has been exceedingly critical of those 
portions of the plans which have been 
divulged to the public. It is not enough 
to reply that criticism of this kind is 


** interested; or that professional jealousy 
‘bas inepired it, We believe that further 


fr 


examination of the scheme from the points 
of view of engineering, economics and 
finance is essential. ‘The Shannon scheme 
is a great enterprise. Its success would 


transio-m the whole face of our island, 


and would constitute a monument 
to the courage and imagination of 
out young Government; but enthusiasm 
does not always command success, The 
dangers of failure cannot, and must 
not, be overlooked. With a little care 


the nation might be spared a bitter disap- 
pointment. Of course, such precautions 
may prove in the event to have been un- 
necessary. The Siemens-Schuckert scheme 
may be perfect; but we suggest that its 
virtues are not yet proven, and that in the 
circumstances the Government will be well 
advised to make assurance doubly sure. 


Drunkenness in Ireland. 


The Free State Liquor Commission has 
made good progress with its work. The 
cases for the officia] departments and the 
temperance organisations have been com 
pleted, and the Chairman thinks that the 
Commission will be able to conclude its 
sittings before the 1st August. We suppose 
that the liquor interests, which are repre 
sented by co will offer evidence 
during the next few weeks, and that this 
wi'. deal largely with the question of com- 
pensation. It is hardly doubtful that the 
Commission will recommend a drastic re 
duction of the number of public-houseg in 
the Saorstat, and probably it will accept 
the principle of compensation. The view 
of the temperance reformers and, we think, 
of the general public is that no part cf 
such compensation ought to be a burden 
on the taxpayer, but that the entire amount 
ought to be furnished by the surviving 
traders, who will benefit handsomely from 
the wholesale extinction of licences. Mr. 
Horgan and his colleagues have conducted 
their inquiry with an excellent spirit of 
impartiality, and some of their recent 
questions may stimulate the conscience of 
the Churches. Dr. Arthur Shadwell, who 
is probably the most eminent of English 
experts in the domain of what we may 
call mora] economics, gave evidence before 
the Commission yesterday. Dr. Shadwell 
has studied the drink problem in Great 
Britain, the United States and Canada ; 
and, unlike most temperance reformers, 
he has pursued it to the bar of the public- 
house. His account of the present condi- 
tions of the traffic in Great Britain has 
much value for Irishmen. On the matter 
of prohibition he does not mince his words. 
He holds that the results of prohibition 
in the United States have been calamitous 
and that the application of the system to 
these islands would be both undesirable 
and impracticable. He agrees with the 
Free State's police authorities and temper- 
ance advocates that the competition of an 
excessive mumber of public-houses is a 
danger fo public morals and induces 
breaches of the law. One of the out- 
standing facts to which Dr. Shadwell testi- 
fied yesterday was the fifty per cent. fall 
in the consumption of drink in England 
as compated with the years before the war. 
We wish that he had been asked to give 
his views at greater length on the causes 
of this decline. Two such causes are the 
influence of Government contro] during 
the war and the increased price of drink ; 
but others may be found, perhaps, in im- 
proved housing conditions and the growing 
popularity of outdoor sports. The number 
of prosecutions for drunkenness declined 
in Ireland after the war. In 1914 the 
number for the Dublin Metropolitan area 
was 2,797; in 1919 it was 1,260, and in 
1924 it had risen to 1,763. The number 
for all Ireland was ‘68,748 in 1909; in 
1914 it was 54,715, and in 1919 it had 
fallen to 17,122. We cannot find that the 
Free State has published statistics for the 
last three years; but, if they exist, we 
fear that they must show a recent increase 
in offences of drunkenness and disorder— 
if only as a result of the manufacture and 
consumption of poteen on a large scale. 
Dr. Shadwell says that excessive drinking 
incites to crimes, of violence. In this 
respect the Englishman’s beer is a far 
les; dangerous agent than the distilled 
poison which to-day is being hawked about 
our Irish countryside. 
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National Playgrounds. 


In industrial England young men flock 
in tens, and even hundreds, of thousands 
week by week, not to play games them- 
selves, but to watch professional players. 
Too lightly are these spectators reproved 
for their inactive interest in sport; for it 
is forgotten that they have virtually no 
opportunity of playing themselves. It is 
not indolence, but necessity, which with- 
holds young men from the field, The 
Duke of York, who has interested himself 
so deeply in the life of the people, initiated 
a movement for the provision of national 
, «ing-fields, perceiving that the happt- 
nessand the health of the race dwelling in 
th» cities require the provision of wider 
means for outdoor games and pleasant 
exercise. How large is the problem is 
seen by the statement of a Special Corre- 
spondent of The Times, who says that, 
while the public schools have an average 
of one acre of playground to every thirty 
boys, there are boroughs in London which 
have less ‘han an acre to every twenty- 
five thousand of the population, In Ireland 
we are happily free from that cohgestion 
which denies fresh air to so many thousands 
of English city-dwellers. There is not in 
any of our cities a point from which open 
country cannot be reached within twenty 
minutes. Londoners are anxious to save 
the grounds of Earl’s Court, the White 
City and Wembley from the spreading tide 
of masonry; yet all these together cover 
a smaller area than that of Phoenix Park. 
We have room enough for games, but it 
would be well if our people had the 
English instinct for play. Sports clubs in 
every parish would go far to conquer the 
curse of drunkenness by drawing foung 
men from the public-house to the practice 
field and by inspiring manly ideals. 


The Hudson Bay Company, 


The Hudson Bay Company has celebrated 
its 255th birthday, and has hoisted its flag 
over new headquarters in London. To 
many it may come as a surprise to learn: 
that this historic body still has corporate 


existence; but to this day the Company 
has lands, trading posts, forts, Indian. the 


now costly blunders might be avoided and- 
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servants, agents and hunters away in those 
cold latitudes in which the adventures of 
“The Young Fur Traders” and many 
other of our boyhood's heroes were trans- 
acted. Romance clings about the Com- 
panys very name, Over three hundred 
years ago Henry Hudson sailed from 
London to seek the North-West Passage, 
but found instead the sea, which is froz3n 
for eight months of the year, and now 
bears his name. In Hudson's Bay he 
wintered, and there he and his son were 
sent adrift by mutineers to perish. In 
May, 1670, the Hudson Bay Company was 
formed—a body vested with virtually 
sovereign rights over a vast Northern 
territory. For nearly two centuries those 
hardy English traders, generation after 
generation, wrought strenuously, making 
w:* and pushing forward the rule of 
civilisation behind the flag of trade. In 
1868 the Company's t@rritories were incor- 
porated with the Dominion of Canada, and 
the Company became a purely commercial 
body. Yet still the enterprising breed of 
the old adventurers lives. The hunters 
of the Company range to-day from the 
old, storied posts, far away into the frozen 
Arctic territories; and Irishwomen wear 
furs that have been won by the Company’s 
servants in more remote snowy lands than 
ever Henry Hudson sighted. * 


FREE STATE REVENUE. 


BIG RISE IN DISBURSEMENTS. 

The Free State Revenue return for the 
period from April 1 to May 2—the first 
financial month of the year—is chiefly re- 
markable for the large increase in dis- 
bursements as compared with the same 
period last year. The total this year is 
£335,407 greater than in 1924. The follow-

That 
claim is subject to any just claims which 
may be made by the Irish Free State by 
way of set-off, or counter-claim. and it is 
not now possible to estimate what amount 
may be agreed upon, or, in default cf 
agreement, may be determined by arbitra- 
tion under the Treaty, to be due from the 
Free State.

A notable and rather unexpected 
feature is that many workers exe from 
health insurance payments will be brought 
under the scheme, while the number of 
persons brought within full insurance is 
nearly three and a half millions greater 
than the number insured against unem- 
ployment 


A Garden Club. 


The Duke of York presided at the 
inaugural luncheon of the Garden Club at 
the Empire Ex 
opened what is one of the most charming 
spots to be found in Wembley. The build- 
ing, which last year was the Lucullus 
Restaurant, has been veritably trans- 
formed into a most delightful garden 
house. The rooms inside have the appear- 
ance of being out of doors; for beautiful 
garden scenes appear on all sides through 
pergolas or huge stone columns, while the 
roofs are ablaze with blossoming rambler 
roses, wisteria, or laburnam. The furniture 
has been made to match these floral sur- 
roundings, while the lighting is from huge 
baskets ‘of flowers.

Britain and Turkey.

The engineer of the works at Killarney 
told him that he had offered to the farmers 
in that locality electricity at one penny per 
unit, but could not get a single customer. 
That price was lower than that at which elec- 
tricity from the Shannon could be supplied 
at in Killarney. 

He maintained that now, when they were 
Starting on the development of the country, 
it was necessary to take the long view. 
Whether it was the Shannon scheme or the 
Liffey scheme, or any other scheme that was 
started first, they were only at the beginning 
of electric development in the Saorstat. It 
was necessary, therefore, with the mistakes 
of other countries before them, to plan their 
development, so that there would be no 
wastage; the whole scheme must be economi- 
cally laid out. Hydro-electric development 
should proceed as closely as possible to the 
sources of power in the country. 

He maintained that the present bill would 
commit the country to a considerable waste 
when the power in the country was being 
eer later ov. It had been shown that 
the Wastage on the proposed lines of trans- 
mission would amount to one-third of the 
production. A wastage which, with their 
limited resources of water power, they should 
not. and nec! not, incur. He put at to the 
Dail that the finance and economics of the 
water power development of Ireland sug- 
gested a beginning with local sources, and a 
proceeding to a larger central scheme at a 
later stage. 

ANOTHER AMENDMENT. 

The Deputy Speaker read an amendment 
to Deputy Figgis's amendment that had been 
handed in by Deputy Heffernan (Farmers). 
It was in the following terms:— 
To delete all words after the word “' neces- 
sary ’’ and substitute the words: ‘‘ Upon the 
financial engineering and economic proposals 
embodied in the scheme; that the Committee 
have power to send for persons, papers and 
records,”’ : 

Some discussion took place as te the pro- 
eedure to be adopted, in view of the two 
amendments before the House, and it was 
finally arranged to take up Deputy Heffer- 
nan s amendment. 

Ir. Heffernan said that he believed that 
the Shannon scheme was the best scheme. 
They believed that, not having many electric 
schemes in the Free State at the present 
time, by far the best way was tu have one 
large comprehensive scheme covering the 
whole country; and that, instead of being 
wasteful, it would have the effect of saving 
money for the State. What he did say 
was that at no stage since the introduction 
of the scheme had they had a proper oppor- 
tunity of examining it. At no time had they 
an opportunity of recognising whether the 
scheme was a sound one or not. 

Thev had been told that it was drawn up 
by an emirient firm of engineers, and ex- 
amined by experts: but the people of the 
country did not understand the scheme. It 
might be sound—he hoped it was—but there 
was the possibility that it was not. The 
whole question, he believed, had no pre- 
cedent in that or in any other. Parliament. 
He thought that the scheme should have 
been placed before a Committee fermed on 


Bills, and that opport:nitv should he riven 
to everyone interested to employ counsel and 
fo engage experts, and thresh out the scheme 
from every point of view. 


TOO OPTIMISTIC. 

ie believed thé calculation of the possible 
demand for electricity was altogether exces- 
sive. ireland was very conservative, and 
was slov to adopt new ideas and methods. 
Beiore giving his support to the bill, he 
would lige to be sure that the question of 
drainage would Le dealt with by Irish en- 
gineers, who were familiar with the condi- 
tions existing in this country. 

The Farmers’ Party was not opposed to 
the bill; it wanted: to see the possibilities of 
the country exploited to the fullest extent. 
It believed that the Shannon scheme was the 
best one, but they were not satisfied that the 
Dail had had safiicient opportunity of ex- 
amining the scheme, or that the scheme was 
sound financially, economically, or from an 
engineering point of view. 

Mr. Baxter, seconding the amendment, said 
that gthe members «f the Farmers’ Party 
were not opposed to the development of the 
Shannon, but the question which they put 
t» themselves was whether or not they were 
satisfied that they knew enough about the 
project. The great majority of the deputies 
were asked to give a blind vote in support of 
the Minister's motion. 

Professor O'Sullivan supported the bill. 
He asked if it was reasonable to think that 
a Committee of the House was capable of 
doing in a couple of months what it was 
suggested the experts could not do in six 
months. ‘The amendment was aimed at 
shelving any action in connection with the 
bill until well into next winter. 


RIGHT TO BE HEARD. 


Major Cooper said that he was in favour 
of the Shannon as against the Liffey, in 
favour of the big scheme as against the little 
scheme.

VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The provisions as to pensions to widows’ 
and orphans will begin on January 4, 1926. 
The provisions as to unrestricted old age 
ensions for those over 70 will begin on Ju:v 
, 1926. The provisions as to pensions 
between 65 and 70 will begin from January 2, 
1928. 

A voluntary contributor is a man who has 
had at least two years under the present 
health insurance scheme or under the new 
scheme. He has to pay both the employer's 
contribution and his own. Men serving in 
the Navy, the Army, and the Air Force are 
included in the scheme, but a modification 
will be made in a special order for men in 
the M 'rcantile Marine. 

As regards war pensions, an ex-Serviceman, 
with a disability pension, can receive a pen- 
sion under the new acheme, but anyone with 
a service dependent’s pension will not get a 
pension under the new scheme 

The service dependents’ pension, however, 
will be made up, if necessary, to become 
equal to the*pensions under the new scheme. 

There are certain important restrictions, A 
widow's pension will be paid only if five 
years have elapsed since the marriage, or 
if there are children. The imsured person 
must have been continuously resident in 
Great Britain for at least two years im- 
mediately before his death.

CORRESPONDENT.  m- 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
The House of Commons was very quiet 
this afternoon, and members did not turn 
up for the question hour in any number. 
Sir Leslie Scott was informed by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer that, on the 
limited information available, he esti- 
mated roughly at £23,000,000 the cost of 
reducing the income tax to half the 
standard rate of four shillings on such 
parts of the profits of all companies, 
including statutory and chartered com: 
panies, as was put to reserve for the 
renewal and cevelopment of business. If 
the concession were restricted to companies 
engaged in manufacture, construction, 
mining, and shipbuilding, he estimated 
that the cost would be about £14,000,000. 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 

There was more talk on the gold standard 
this evening, when Mr. Lees Smith took 
advantage of the report stage of the 
money resolution to move an amendment, 
providing that the credit: of £60,000,000 al- 
ready obtained as credit in the United States 
should not be exceeded without Parliamen- 
tary sanction being first obtained. 

Mr. Churchill objected to any limitations 
being place’? on his powers for the purposes 
of the bill. He was engaged in carrying - 
through an operation which, if successful, 
would, he believed, be regarded in future 
years as a memorable event in financial 
history 

The amendment was rejected by 265 to 106, 
and, after a little further discussion, in the 
course of which Mr. Runciman, from the 
Liberal bench, commended Mr. Churchill’s 
policy, the resolution was passed. 

On the motion for the third reading of the 
bill, Mr. Lees Smith moved to omit the pro- 
vision authorising the Bank of England to 
sell bullion at a fixed price. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, who is not often seen in 
the House nowadays, tendered the Chan- 
cellor a little advice on the subject of human 
faith in the gold coin. It would, he con- 
sidered, be a matter for regret if, by his pre- 
sent course of action, the. Chancellor was to 
change the inclination of human. beings to 
mh an extent that thev would no longer 
want to use coin. ‘The best thing the Go- 
vernment could do would be to go back to 
the wisdom of our ancestors and restore the 
gold coinage. 

somewhat similar view was expressed 
by Commander Kenworthy, who considered 
that the only safe way of maintaining the 
gold standard was to get back to the circula- 
tion of gold coins. 


NO HOPE. 
Mr. Churchill declared that there were 
; reasons against an immediate re- 
turn to gold coinage, and he hoped that 
members would disabuse their minds of any 
idea of a prospect of a gold currency in the 
lifetime of the present Parliament. 

Sir C. Oman, for xsthetic reasons, strongly 
objected to the Treasury note. In the first 
place, he said, the very anemic figure of St. 
George which now figured on the notes was 
impossible from an anatomical point of view, 
nek, be the neat, notes were not very desirable 
things to handle after they had passed 
through the hands of the butcher or been 
cramimed into the pockets of a drover in the 
cattle market. 

The amendment was defeated and the third 
reading of the bill was agreed to without a 


division. 
LORD MAYO'S COMPLAINT. 

The Earl of Mayo has a grievance which hee 
ventilated in the House of Lords this evening, 
but it must be confessed that he obtained 
very little satisfaction from the noble lord 
who was put up to reply. 

Lord Mayo was returning from Dublin te 
Holyhead, an: his complaint was that at the 
latter port the Customs officials put so much 
energy in affixing the Customs chalk mark to 
one of his packages that they destroyed a 
valuable etching depicting the entrance of 
Empire troops in Courtrai, and of which there 
were only one hundred impressions in 
existence. Lord Mayo wanted redress from 
somebody, and he invited the Earl of 
Clarendon to give him some indication of the 
quarter from which he might expect com- 
pensation. 

Lord Clarendon tendered his sympathy to 
the noble lord, but that was all that Ne was 
authorised to offer. The Customs officials, he 
said, denied liability, their case being that 
some porter or other person, for whose acts 
the Customs officials were not liable, knocked 
the package from a pile of luggage, breaking 
the glass and doing the damage.

- HERRING ‘FISHING. 
SUCCESSFU L SEASON IN 
THE SOUTH.

The spring mackerel and herring season 
off the South coast of Ireland opened during 
the last week of the month of March, and 
has continued with fish plentiful and prices 


The herring fishing season off the coasts 
the coasts of Cork and Kerry. A feature of 


mackerel only off the coast of Kerry, both 
mackerel and herrings are taken off the coast 
of Cork. Splendid takes of both varities «f 
fish have been regularly landed for the past 
five weeks at the fishing stations of Water- 
ford, Cork, and Kerry, in Danmore East, 
Kinsale, Baltimore, and Valentia, where they 
were readily sold at remunerative rates. 


GOOD PRICES. 

The opening price of herrings landed at 
Dunmore East, Waterford, at the end of 
March was from 40s. to 44s. per cran of 
400 fish, and during April the top price 
reached 49s. per cran, while on some 
occasions, owing to the great supplies. of 
herrings landed, the price dropped down as 
low as 20s. per cran, and for one week’s 
herrings at Dunmore East the prices ruled 
from bos. to 52s, per cran. 

However, prices improved again,. and for 

the 891 crans of herrings which were landed 
at Dunmore East from three nights' fishing 
of twenty drifters and nine motor boats 
during the last week of April from 40s. to 
49s. per cran were realised. About the same 
time the 362 crans of herrings at Kinsale 
fetched an average of 22s. per cran. 
With respect to the mackerel fishing off 
Cork and Kerry, the boats plying from Balti- 
more and Valentia had an extraordinary run 
of luck during the last week of April. In 
two nights’ fishing a fleet of twenty-three 
boats off Baltimore landed 2,060 hundreds of 
mackerel (120 to the hundred), while off 
Valentia eleyon boats, fishing two nights, 
landed 1,127 hundreds of mackerel; and these 
big takes sold locally at 14s. per hundred. 

The opening price for spring mackerel 
during the last week of March was 18s.. per 
hundred, and the figure has not since been 
exceeded: on the contrary it dropped as low 
as lls. per hundred, the quotations varying 
with the supplies and demand at the 
particular time and place. 


REMUNERATIVE PERIOD. 

As far as the spring herring and mackerel 
fishing season this vear off the South of 
Ireland is concerned, the month of April must 
be written down as a highly successful period 
for all concerned, Large catches and good, 
satisfactory. prices ruled. The weather was 
favourable during the month, although some- 
what changeable now and again. For the 
herring fishing. well equipped vessels from 
Scotland came to the Waterford and Cork 
shores, some of the visitors being from as 
far North as Inverness. Isle of Man, Dublin 
Bay, and Arklow boats also participated in 
the industrv. and there was an air of much 
activity at the different fishing stations since 
the season opened in fish marketing and the 
despatching of fish cases by rail and boats to 
crosg-Channel centres.

GREAT SCHEME OF 
SOCIAL REFORM. 
—---@}-- — 


The Times, in & leading article dealing 
with the Government's scheme for widows, 
orphans and old age contributory pensions, 
observes:—The ‘scheme is nobly planned. 
It is worthy of a great and virile nation, 
confident of itself and of its political and 
industrial future. It goes a long way 
towards completing the full circle of schemes 
of social insurance that deprive the musfor- 
tunes and accidents of life of their hardest 
sting. 

The proposals constitute a large, - far- 
sighted and beneficent measure of social im- 
provement. They provide an illustration 
and practical example of the scale on which 
the State may apply principles of soctaly 
reform, while avoiding venturesome excur- 
sions into pure socialism, which is the only 
ground from which the Labour Opposition 
will be able to launch a general criticism. 
The Government makes the scheme compul- 
sory within the range of its application, so 
that, by co-operation of all, the largest benefits 
may accrue to the individual and neither 
by negligence, oversight nor procrastina- 
tion may a single man or woman 
lose the advantages that are provided. The 
scheme is made contributory with the definite 
purpose of maintaining and extending the 
principles of thrift and self-reliance, and of 
preserving the benefits from the stigma and 
the demoralising influences that attach to a 
‘“‘dole.” It is true that the direct bene- 
ficiaries do not contribute all the premiums. 
The State has to lend its assistance. and the 
employers are called upon to contribute as 
much as, or rather more than, the employés. 
But the underlying principle of the scheme, 
taken in conjunction with the schemes already 
in force, is that industry as a whole—the in- 
dustrial partnership—should make provision 
for the maintenance of the workers, not only 
when well and working, but in periods of un- 
employment due to trade depression, acci- 
dent, or sickness, as well as in old ace, and 
that from the same source there should also 
be derived the means to maintain the depen- 
dents of men cut off by early death,

“The term ‘ Moonshine,’ I think,” 
said Dr. Shadwell, ‘‘ came from Ireland ; 
it is the poteen of the United States. lt 
is made by all sorts of people, and they 
have complete plants for making it and 
bottles and labels. They can supply any- 
thing that you ask for, but the liquor 18 
all the same. “he rate of profit goes up . 
to some thousands per cent., as it 1s very 
cheap. The ‘ bootleggers ’ pretend that 
it is smuggled, because that is supposed 
to be the best.”

PUBLIC-HOUSE STUDIES. 
Dr. Arthur Shadwell said that he had 
made a special study of the drink problem 
for thirty-five years in European countries, 
America and Canada, He began the study 
at that period when he was as sed to investi- 
gate strikes, and in order to do this he 
mingled amongst the men on strike, because 
one only got a partial case from the trade 
union leaders and the employers. From the 
men one got the bare facts, and the place 
that he usually met them was in the public- 
house. He soon noticed that what went on 
in the publichouses did not correspond to 
what one was given to understand did happen 
in these places. His interest was aroused, 
and he began to make a study of it. 
Dr. Shadwell, coatinuing, said that the 
three reasons for the interference of the Go- 
vernment in the liquor trade were public 
order, public health, and public safety. The 
police, who were responsible for public order, 
compiled statistics which were most trust- 
worthy. Statistics should be used with dis- 
cretion and common-sense, and must be used 
en masse. The police figures were a valuable 
index to the rise and fall of publie drunken- 
ness. His experience was that the police im 
all countries treated drunkards in the same 
fashion. People who were the worse from 
drink, but were not causing disturbance, and 
were able to get home, were not interfered 
with by the police. He had seen that happen 
in Prussia. (Laughter.) 

The Chairman (Mr. John J. Horgan)—That ' 
is an extreme case. (Laughter-.) 


LIQUOR CONTROL, 


Dr. Shadwell then went on to deal with 
what happened as regards liquor traffic in 
England during the war. He said that con- 
trol began with the military and naval 
authorities, who required restrictions in cer- 
tain places and got them. There was a great 
deal of public excitement in England at the 
time. and when men were being called up 
thev had festivities with their friends, and 
it generally took the form of treating. Later 
it was found in the munition areas_ that 
drinking interfered with the efficiency of the 
munition factories. Mr. Lloyd George, the 
then Minister for Munitions, was approached 
by employers from the Clyde on the subject. 
The result was that the Control Board was 
set up, and began its operations in July, 1915. 

Chairman — Was compulsory prohibition 
thought of? 

Witness—That was proposed and pressed, 
and Mr. dulovd George was at one time in 
favour of it. It would not have been tole- 
rated. In 1917, when the submarine war was 
at its height and we in England were faced 
with starvation, the output of beer was very 
drastically reduced, but the Government had 
to recede from that. The merest proposal of 
prohibition would turn out any Government 
in three months. 

Chairman—lIn these islands it is totally un- 
desirable? 

Witness—It is quite impracticable. There 
is no use talking about it. You cannot sup- 
press a natural appetite by law. 

Continuing, Dr. Shadwell said that the con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor in England 
now: was only about half the amount con- 
sumed in pre-war times. The reduction which 
took place during the war was due to the 
shorter hours and higher taxation on drink, 


DRINKING WOMEN. 


On the question of drinking amongst 
women Dr. Shadwell said that it was only in 
these islands that there was any great inclina- 
tion in this respect. The worst place in Eng- 
land for drinking amongst women during the 
war was Newcastle-on-Tyne. He could not 
discover the reason for this, These islands 
were the only countriés where women visited 
publichouses. This habit he traced back to 
the fourteenth century and the subsequent 
centuries when even ladies of quality fre- 
quented publichouses. In those days women 
largely controlled publichouses and the “ ale- 
house wife” was a person of considerable 
importance, and this was probably the cause, 

In the course of further evidence, Dr. 
Shadwell said that too many publichouses led 
to unfair competition and breaches of the law. 
As regards the compensation principles in 
England, as far as he could gather from the 
Brewers’ Society, they were fairly satisfied 
with it. They only complained about c'ubs. 
Thev found that while publichouses dimi- 
nished in number the number of clubs 
increased. 

Chairman—Is it more suitable to have a 
club than a publichouse as a drinking place— 
I refer to the average workingman’s cluh— 
do you think the evils arising from the club 
are greater’ 

W itness— No. 

Chairman—What is the ‘exact difference 
between them? 

Witness—To have a genuine club, you 
require a considerable residential population, 


well-being, able to maintain the club, whereas 
the publichouse serves everybody who comes 
along and people who cannot belong to @ 
club.
